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Kales  of  ttje  institution 


I. 

That  this  Institution  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
Treasurer,  Life  and  Annual  Governors. 

II. 

That  One  Guinea  per  annum,  shall  constitute  a  Gover¬ 
nor. 

III. 

That  a  donation  of  Ten  Guineas  shall  constitute  a 
Governor  for  Life. 

IV. 

That  a  donation  of  d?20Q  shall  not  only  entitle  the  do¬ 
nor  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  Life  Governor,  but  likewise 
to  have  one  Child  always  on  the  foundation. 

V. 

That  no  Child  be  admitted  but  such  as  shall  be  attest¬ 
ed  by  two  credible  witnesses  to  be  deaf  and  dumb;  nor 
can  any  one  deficient  in  intellect  be  considered  as  an  ob¬ 
ject  of  this  Charity. 

VI. 

That  none  be  admitted  before  nine,  nor  elected  after 
fourteen  years  of  age ;  and  that  the  admission  of  Pupils 
shall  take  place  only  twice  a-year,  in  the  beginning  of  the 
months  of  March  and  September. 
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vir. 

That  no  Child  be  admitted  into  the  Institution,  unless 
lie  or  she  shall  have  had  the  small-pox  or  cow-pox. 

VIII. 

That  in  all  cases  where  application  is  made  for  the  ad- 
mission  of  a  Pupil  to  the  benefits  of  the  Institution,  the 
Committee  shall  have  the  power  of  fixing  what  sum  the 
parents  or  friends  of  such  Pupils  shall  become  bound  to 
pay  for  board,  after  taking  into  consideration  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  such  parents  or  friends  j  one  quarter  to  be  p?4d 
always  in  advance. 

IX. 

That  there  shall  be  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscri¬ 
bers  every  year  in  the  month  of  February,  upon  such  day 
as  the  Committee  may  deem  expedient. 


MINUTE  OF  GENERAL  MEETING, 


IDeaf  anti  ©umb  jfastttutioiu 


Edinburgh,  30 th  May  1818. 

The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  this  Institution  and 
Public  Examination  of  its  Pupils,  took  place  in  the  As¬ 
sembly  Rooms,  George  Street,  on  Monday  last,  in  presence 
of  a  numerous  company.  In  absence  of  his  Grace  the 
Duke  of  Buccleuch  and  Queensberry,  President  of  the 
Society,  Alexander  Murray,  Esq.  of  Aytoun,  was  called 
to  the  Chair.  The  Pupils,  fifty  in  number,  were  exa¬ 
mined  in  arithmetic,  the  principles  of  composition,  the  de¬ 
finition  of  simple  and  abstract  terms,  articulation,  &c. 
They  also  underwent  a  minute  examination  as  to  their  ac¬ 
quaintance  with  the  leading  doctrines  of  Christianity,  and 
the  facts  of  Scripture  history.  Their  proficiency  in  all 
these  branches  of  knowledge  and  of  education  delighted 
and  astonished  the  Meeting.  They  appear  to  have  made 
great  advances  since  the  last  public  examination.  Hono¬ 
rary  medals  and  premiums  were  presented  by  the  Chair¬ 
man  to  such  of  the  Pupils,  (Boys  and  Girls)  as  had  pe¬ 
culiarly  distinguished  themselves  during  the  past  year. 
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The  examination  being  finished,  the  Rev.  Dr  D.  Ritchie 
read  the  Report  of  the  Directors  during  the  past  year, 
and  one  from  the  Committee  of  Ladies,  as  to  the  internal 
management  of  the  Institution,  and  education  of  the  fe¬ 
male  Pupils,  both  of  which  were  stated  to  be  altogether 
excellent.  These  Reports,  on  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  J. 
Aikman,  were  approved  of  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr  Hay  Donaldson  then  suggested,  that  the  Meeting 
having  thus  approved  of  a  Report,  the  leading  object  of 
which  was  to  impress  the  character  of  a  National  Esta¬ 
blishment  on  the  Institution,  it  became  their  duty  to  take 
the  appropriate  methods  of  rendering  the  support  it  might 
receive  co-extensive  with  its  field  of  usefulness.  With 
this  view,  he  proposed,  that  copies  of  the  Report  should 
be  sent  to  the  whole  Counties  and  Presbvteries  in  Scot- 
land,  with  an  earnest  recommendation  of  the  Institution 
to  their  attention.  This  motion  was  agreed  to. — -In  il¬ 
lustrating  this  motion,  Mr  Donaldson  stated,  that  it  ap¬ 
peared,  from  authentic  documents,  that  the  number  of 
Deaf  and  Dumb  persons  in  Scotland  was  not  less  than 
tight  hundred ;  a  most  affecting  circumstance,  to  those 
who  consider  the  deplorable  condition  of  persons  in  their 
uninstructed  state,  and  the  complete  success  of  the  means 
which  are  employed  in  this  Institution,  for  restoring  them 
to  all  the  privileges  and  to  all  the  enjoyments  of  a  ration¬ 
al  and  immortal  nature. 

Thanks  were  voted  to  the  Committee  of  Directors 
for  their  continued  attention  to  the  business  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion  ; — to  the  Committee  of  Ladies  for  their  attention  to 
the  internal  arrangements  of  the  house,  and  their  super¬ 
intendence  of  the  sewing  department  ;■ — and  to  Mr  Kin- 
niburgh,  the  meritorious  Teacher  of  the  School,  on  the 
motion  of  Professor  Playfair  to  the  Auxiliary  Societies, 
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on  the  motion  of  Duncan  M‘Neil,  Esq.  Advocate ;  and 
to  James  Farquhar  Gordon,  Esq.  Secretary  to  the  In¬ 
stitution,  for  his  unremitting  attention  to  its  interests, 
on  the  motion  of  Mr  Donaldson. 

The  thanks  of  the  Meeting  were  then  given  to  Alex¬ 
ander  Murray,  Esq.  for  his  conduct  in  the  Chair. 

His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Portland  was  added  to  the  list 
of  Patrons  and  Vice-Presidents ;  and  the  Committee  of 
Directors  for  the  ensuing  year  was  chosen,  on  the  motion 
of  Robert  Scott  Moncricff,  Esq.  Advocate.

'REPORT.

-In  laying  before  the  Public  a  general 
view  of  the  progress  of  this  Institution 
during  the  past  year,  the  Committee  feel 
themselves  authorized  to  declare  their  con¬ 
viction,  that  it  is  the  most  important  year 
in  its  history. 

It  was  the  anxious  desire  of  its  found¬ 
ers,  to  impart  to  it  the  character  of  a  Na¬ 
tional  Establishment.  Accordingly,  at  the 
first  meeting,  (28th  May  1810),  it  was  re¬ 
solved  that  application  should  be  made  to 
Members  of  Parliament  connected  with 
Scotland,  to  the  Counties  and  Corporate 
Bodies,  and  to  the  Clergy,  for  their  aid  and 


exertions  on  behalf  of  this  Institution* 
“  which  is  for  the  general  benefit  of  Scot- 
“  land,  and  it  is  therefore  expected  will 
“  meet  the  support  of  the  country  at 
“  large.” 

These  liberal  and  enlightened  views  of 
its  founders  were  not  speedily  realized. 
For  some  years,  the  support  it  received  was 
confined,  almost  exclusively,  to  the  Capi¬ 
tal.  Indeed,  its  claim  to  a  national  cha¬ 
racter  was  permitted  even  to  operate  to  its 
prejudice.  It  will  be  remembered,  that  in 
the  distribution  of  the  large  funds  collect¬ 
ed  in  1815  by  the  Musical  Festival,  the 
Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  was 
excluded,  expressly  on  the  ground  that  it 
was  not  one  of  the  charitable  Establish- 
ments  of  Edinburgh ,  for  which  alone  their 
funds  were  destined,  but  a  National  Esta¬ 
blishment. 

At  length  it  occurred  to  the  Committee, 
that  public  support  was  withheld  from  the 
Institution,  only  because  the  blessings  it 
was  calculated  to  confer  were  imperfectly 
understood.  This  impression  was  brought 
to  the  test  of  experiment.  In  1814, 
Mr  Kinniburgh  went  to  Glasgow  with  a 
few  of  his  pupils,  who  underwent  two  Ex- 
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animations  in  public,  in  presence  of  crowd¬ 
ed  meetings  of  the  inhabitants.  The  sue- 
cess  of  this  experiment  is  fresh  in  the  re¬ 
collection  of  the  Public.  An  Auxiliary 
Society  was  immediately  formed  in  Glas¬ 
gow  ;  by  the  aid  of  whose  contributions  a 
considerable  number  of  additional  pupils 
have  ever  since  received  the  benefits  of 
instruction  in  the  Institution, 

Encouraged  by  the  successful  issue  of  Extension 
the  exhibition  at  Glasgow,  the  Committee  stitution. 
informed  the  last  General  Meeting,  of  their 
intention  to  make  the  Institution  known, 
by  similar  means,  to  the  northern  districts 
of  Scotland,  In  the  autumn  of  1817,  ac¬ 
cordingly,  Mr  Kinniburgh,  and  a  few  of 
his  pupils,  were  sent  to  the  North.  His 
first  public  Examination  was  at  Dundee  ; 
whence  he  proceeded  along  the  coast  to 
Aberdeen  and  Inverness,  and  returned  by 
Perth.  Pie  exhibited  the  progress  of  his 
pupils  at  every  considerable  town  upon 
this  route  ;  and  these  exhibitions  every 
where  excited  the  most  lively  interest 
,  Many  gratifying  testimonies  of  the  ge¬ 
neral  feeling  of  applause  and  admiration 
which  they  called  forth,  might  be  extract- 


ed  from  the  provincial  Newspapers.  The 
Teacher  was  every  where  hailed,  as  a  per¬ 
son,  whose  exertions  had  been  blessed,  as 
the  means  of  restoring  children  to  their 
families,  and  citizens  to  society,  and  ser¬ 
vants  to  their  God. 

The  whole  results  of  this  journey  cannot 
yet  be  stated.  But  it  is  known,  that  meet¬ 
ings  have  been  held  at  Dundee,  Aberdeen, 
Elgin,  Inverness  and  Perth,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  forming  Auxiliary  Societies  in  aid 
of  the  Parent  Institution.  The  resolu¬ 
tions  adopted  at  Inverness,  and  at  Perth, 
which  are  all  that  have  yet  been  received, 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  It  is 
hoped,  that  this  example  will  be  followed 
in  other  towns ;  and  that  the  benefits  of 
the  Institution  will  at  length  be  claimed 
by  every  part  of  the  country,  where  a  deaf 
and  dumb  person  can  be  found.  If  the 
Committee  shall  be  satisfied  that  this  ob¬ 
ject  can  be  promoted,  by  repeating  the 
Examination  of  the  pupils  in  the  provin¬ 
cial  towns  which  they  have  already  visited, 
or  in  exhibiting  their  progress  where  the 
Institution  is  hitherto  unknown,  they  will 
not  fail  to  resort  to  these  measures.  In 
the  mean  time,  they  are  sincerely  gratified 
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to  be  enabled  to  record  the  enlightened 
benevolence  of  the  town  of  Paisley,  where 
an  Auxiliary  Society  has  recently  been 
formed,  though  it  never  was  visited  by 
the  pupils.  This  may  serve  to  show  the 
impulse  created  on  the  public  mind  in  fa¬ 
vour  of  the  Institution,  and  the  deep  and 
permanent  interest  which  is  felt  in  its  be¬ 
nevolent  objects. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  may  now 
venture  to  congratulate  the  friends  of  the 
Institution,  on  its  having  taken  its  destined 
place,  among  the  public  Establishments  of 
Scotland.  In  that  character,  it  now  soli¬ 
cits  public  support.  While  its  Managers 
acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  measure 
of  public  liberality  which  it  has  already 
enjoyed,  they  now  presume  to  appeal  in 
its  behalf,  not  to  Edinburgh  only,  but  to 
Scotland.  The  sphere  of  its  operations 
has  no  other  limit,  than  that  of  the  coun¬ 
try  which  it  seeks  to  benefit.  From  every 
district,  and  every  considerable  town,  in 
which  deaf  and  dumb  persons  can  be 
found,  it  may  with  confidence  solicit  the 
means  of  restoring,  to  comfort  and  useful¬ 
ness— to  the  enjoyment  of  existence  here, 
find  the  hope  of  happiness  hereafter, — > 
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many  who  are  now  perhaps  the  sorest  af¬ 
fliction  of  their  parents  and  families,  and 
the  most  helpless  and  hopeless  incumbran¬ 
ces  of  the  community. 

Funds.  The  Funds  of  the  Institution  have  not 
yet  had  time  to  experience  the  advantages 
of  that  extension  of  its  field  of  usefulness, 
which  has  just  been  opened.  The  mea¬ 
sures,  however,  which  are  in  the  course  of 
operation  in  different  parts  of  Scotland, 
will  speedily,  the  Committee  trust,  add 
largely  and  permanently  to  its  revenue. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  income  of  the 
past  year,  though  not  inadequate  to  the 
stated  expences  of  the  Institution,  has  not 
received  any  increase  indeed,  upon  a 
comparison  with  that  of  the  preceding 
year,  it  will  be  found  to  have  diminished. 
But  it  will  be  observed,  that  the  Glasgow 
Society  has  only  remitted  ^§105  during  the 
year,— a  sum  which  falls  greatly  short  of 
their  former  very  liberal  contributions. 
This  diminution,  however,  will,  it  is  hoped, 
be  only  temporary.  # 


*  Since  the  Report  was  prepared,  an  additional  sum  of  £200 
has  been  received  from  Glasgow. 
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It  is  also  to  be  noticed,  that  the  Com¬ 
mittee  have  abstained  from  increasing  their 
funds  by  Charity  Sermons,  during  the  past 
year  ;  being  unwilling  to  encroach  upon 
any  of  the  sources  of  that  extraordinary 
provision  for  the  poor,  which  the  lament¬ 
able  exigences  of  the  past  season  rendered 
so  peculiarly  necessary. 

To  compensate  these  deficiencies,  some 
seasonable  aids  have  been  received.  By 
the  northern  journey,  exclusive  of  the  in¬ 
calculable  advantages  already  enumerated, 
a  clear  profit  was  derived  to  the  funds  of 
the  Institution, #  after  paying  every  ex¬ 
pence,  of  no  less  than  =§77  :  4  : 6.  The 
Executors  of  the  late  Dr  James  Nasmyth 
of  Hopepark,  who  were  instructed  to  di¬ 
vide  £500  among  the  public  Charities  of 
Edinburgh,  allotted  £ 50  of  that  sum  to 
this  Institution.  Several  Donations  of 
=§10,  10s.  have  been  received  from  bene¬ 
volent  individuals.  The  Committee  have 
also  had  the  satisfaction  of  adding  the 
name  of  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Portland 
to  the  list  of  Annual  Subscribers  for  £10, 
10s.

This  fund  has  been  managed  with  every 
attention  to  economy  ;  and,  though  it  has 
proved  sufficient  for  the  objects  to  which 
the  Committee  have  been  forced  to  restrict 
themselves,  it  falls  short  of  enabling  them 
to  do  all  the  good  which  the  Institution 
might  bestow.  There  is  still,  besides,  a 
debt  of  £200  due  by  the  Institution,  for 
the  purchase  of  the  property  in  Chessels’ 
Court,  ft  is  therefore  incumbent  on  the 
friends  of  the  Institution  to  assist  its 

V 

funds  ;  not  only  in  order  to  afford  the 
means  of  continuing  and  extending  its 
usefulness,  but  even  to  preserve  it  from 
embarrassment. 

It  will  be  observed  also,  that  the  means 
which  have  been  so  successfully  employed 
for  making  it  more  generally  known 
throughout  Scotland,  certainly  involve  the 
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consequence  of  subjecting  it  to  applications 
on  behalf  of  many  unfortunate  persons, 
whose  claims  would  have  otherwise  never 
been  heard  of ;  and  it  would  be  useless  to 
have  extended  its  sphere  of  operation,  un¬ 
less  its  means  of  meeting  the  demands  of 
humanity  were  extended  in  the  same  pro¬ 
portion. 

There  is  another  circumstance,  which  it 
is  the  painful  duty  of  the  Committee  to 
bring  under  the  notice  of  the  Public,  in 
connection  with  the  view  which  has  now 
been  presented  of  the  Funds  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution.  On  the  eve  of  the  day  which  had 
been  fixed  for  the  public  Examination  of 
the  pupils,  and  the  General  Meeting  of 
the  Society,  several  of  the  children  were 
found  to  be  infected  with  the  typhus  fe¬ 
ver,  which  has  of  late  been  so  fatally  pre¬ 
valent  in  this  City.  Notwithstanding  the 
most  prompt  and  vigorous  precautions,  the 
infection  extended  to  no  fewer  than  fifteen 
of  the  pupils.  To  prevent  the  fever  from 
spreading,  the  healthy  pupils  were  imme¬ 
diately  removed  to  a  house  in  Gihnour 
Street,  hired  for  the  purpose.  All  those 
who  had  caught  the  infection,  however, 
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perfectly  recovered,  #  and  the  school  was 
resumed  about  the  middle  of  April :  but 
this  unfortunate  circumstance,  besides  in¬ 
terrupting  the  education  of  the  pupils,  has 
involved  the  Institution  in  a  very  heavy 
and  unforeseen  expence.  It  is  a  consider¬ 
ation  to  which  the  Committee  attach  the 
highest  importance,  that  the  inconvenien¬ 
ces  which  resulted  from  this  distressing 
occurrence,  and  perhaps  also,  in  some 
degree,  the  spread  of  fire  infection  among 
the  pupils,  arose  from  the  defective  accom¬ 
modations  of  the  house  in  Chessels’  Court. 
It  contains  no  place  where  the  patients 
could  be  separated  from  the  other  pupils, 
during  the  progress  of  their  cure.  If  there 
had  been  an  hospital  connected  with  the 
Establishment,  these  children  might  have 
been  carefully  attended  to,  and  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  school  might  have  proceeded 
without  interruption.  It  is  therefore  the 
intention  of  the  Committee,- — if  they  shall 
be  enabled  by  public  liberality  to  fulfil  it, 
—to  build  an  addition  to  the  house,  and  to 

*  It  is  impossible  for  the  Committee  to  notice  this  painful  sub¬ 
ject,  without  expressing  in  the  strongest  terms  their  obligations  to 
Dr  Keith  ;  whose  attentions  pn  this,  as  on  every  occasion  which 
has  called  for  medical  attendance,  have  been  most  unremitting, 
and  entitle  him  to  the  gratitude  of  every  friend  to  this  Institution. 
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fit  it  up  as  an  hospital.  As  such  an  Esta¬ 
blishment  may  prevent  the  recurrence  of 
the  serious  evils  which  have  so  lately  been 
experienced,  and  may  ultimately  save  ex¬ 
pence,  they  trust  that  the  means  of  accom¬ 
plishing  so  desirable  an  object  will  not  be 
withheld. 

The  Committee  explained  so  fully,  in 
their  last  Annual  Report,  the  nature  of  the 
stated  charges  on  their  funds,  that  they  do 
not  think  it  necessary  at  present  to  notice 
these  in  detail.  They  shall  only  pledge 
themselves,  that  it  shall  be  their  endeavour 
to  keep  down  these  charges,  as  far  as  is 
consistent  with  a  due  attention  to  the 
objects  of  the  Institution;  and  that  its 
free  revenue  shall  be  fully  and  faithfully 
applied,  in  that  “  work  and  labour  of  love,” 
for  the  sake  of  which  it  has  been  intrusted 
to  their  administration. 

Of  the  State  of  the  School ,  under  the  state  of 

^  ^  ^  .  the  Schc 

charge  of  ivlr  Rinni  burgh,  the  Committee 
can  still  speak  in  terms  of  the  most  un¬ 
qualified  approbation.  It  is,  indeed,  chief¬ 
ly  on  the  assurance  of  the  great  benefits 
derived  by  the  pupils  from  his  tuition,  and 
the  wonderful  change  which  it  has  intro- 
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duced  into  their  moral  condition,  that  they 
solicit  the  aid  of  a  benevolent  Public. 
They  entreat  all,  to  whom  the  interests  of 
their  fellow-creatures  are  dear,  to  visit  the 
school ,  and  to  judge  for  themselves.  Let 
them  first  contemplate  the  deaf  and  dumb 
in  their  natural  and  unimproved  state, — 
almost  the  lowest  condition  in  which  a 
moral  being  can  be  placed — and  then  sur¬ 
vey  in  our  school  the  effects  of  instruction. 
So  completely  has  it  broken  down  the 
barrier,  hitherto  considered  insurmounta¬ 
ble,  which  excluded  all  the  lights  of  truth, 
of  reason,  and  of  religion,  from  the  minds 
of  these  unfortunate  persons  ;  that  it  is  no 
exaggeration  to  say,  that  there  is  perhaps 
no  class  of  persons  in  their  station,  who 
are  so  thoroughly  well  educated,  as  the 
pupils  of  this  Institution. 

Independently  of  moral  and  religious 
instruction— to  which  almost  all  other 
knowledge  is  but  as  the  means  to  an  end 
—the  pupils  are  taught  to  read  and  write 
their  native  language,  to  compose  in  it 
with  ease  and  fluency,  and  even  to  use  it 
in  articulate  speech.  They  are  also  taught 
arithmetic,  and  such  other  branches  of 
education  as  may  fit  them  for  the  stations

to  which  they  are  destined.  There  are, 
doubtless,  situations  and  professions,  from 
which  their  infirmity  necessarily  excludes 
them ;  but  there  is  no  condition  in  which 
they  can  find  occupation,  for  which  they 
may  not,  and  do  not,  receive  the  appropri¬ 
ate  instruction  in  the  Institution. 

The  pupils  who  belong  to  the  lower 
classes  of  society,  are  trained  to  those  ha¬ 
bits,  which  are  to  make  them  useful  in 
their  station.  All  the  female  pupils  are 
taught  sewing,  and  other  peculiar  branches 
of  female  education.  The  females  of  an 
inferior  station  are  instructed,  by  Mrs  Kin- 
niburgh,  in  those  occupations  which  quali¬ 
fy  them  for  domestic  service.  Those  who 
prefer  to  support  themselves  by  labour,  are 
taught  shoe-binding,  and  other  works  of 
that  nature. 

Similar  attention  is  paid  to  the  appro¬ 
priate  instruction  of  the  boys.  It  was 
mentioned  in  the  last  Report,  that,  as  a 
beginning  of  mechanical  instruction  in  the 
Institution,  a  number  of  the  boys  had  been 
taught  shoemaking.  This  experiment  has 
been  remarkably  successful.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  annex  in  the  Appendix  a  state  of 
the  expence  of  this  department;  from 
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which,  it  will  be  found,  that  no  loss  has 
arisen  from  it,— but  that,  on  the  contrary, 
it  has  been,  to  a  small  extent,  a  source  of 
profit ;  which  will  doubtless  increase,  as 
the  boys  become  more  perfect  in  their 
trade.  It  is  proper  to  add,  that  a  large 
stock  of  shoes,  of  different  qualities,  the 
work  of  the  pupils,  is  for  sale  at  the  Insti¬ 
tution  ;  by  the  purchase  of  which,  at  the 
ordinary  prices,  its  friends  will  materially 
benefit  its  funds,  without  increasing  their 
own  contributions. 

During  the  past  year  ten  new  Pupils  have 
been  admitted  into  the  Institution  ;  of 
whom  five  were  recommended  by  the  Glas¬ 
gow  Committee.  On  the  other  hand,  six 
have  left  the  Institution,  having  completed 
their  course  of  education.  It  is  affecting 
to  follow  these  six  persons  to  their  homes  ; 
which  they  left  a  few  years  since,  uncon¬ 
scious  of  the  great  end  of  their  existence, 
and  incapable  of  hope,  of  enjoyment,  and 
of  usefulness  and  to  wdiich  they  now  re¬ 
turn,  furnished  with  all  the  means  of  pro¬ 
fitable  occupation,  and  endowed  with  all 
the  privileges  of  rational,  moral,  and  im- 
•  mortal  beings.  If  any  can  contemplate, 
unmoved,  so  amazing  a  change  in  the  hu- 
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man  condition,  it  were  iii  vain  to  appeal  to 
him  in  behalf  of  our  Institution  ;  and,  to 
him  who  feels  it  as  he  ought,  all  other  ar¬ 
guments  are  superfluous. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  presently  in 
the  Institution  is  fifty ;  of  whom  eighteen 
were  recommended  by  the  Glasgow  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Besides  those  who  have  left  the  Insti¬ 
tution,  Joseph  Turner  has,  some  time  since* 
completed  his  education.  Mr  Kinniburgh, 
however,  finds  the  assistance  of  this  meri¬ 
torious  youth  very  valuable  in  the  instruc¬ 
tion  of  the  pupils  ;  indeed,  his  participa¬ 
tion  of  their  common  infirmity,  gives  at 
once  a  peculiar  value  and  an  interest  to  his 
instructions.  It  is,  therefore,  proposed, 
with  the  concurrence  of  his  friends,  to  en¬ 
gage  him  as  a  permanent  Assistant  in  the 
school. 

The  Committee  have  nothing  particular 
to  communicate  with  regard  to  the  general 
management  of  the  Institution.  The  Re- 
gulations  suggested  in  the  last  Annual  Re¬ 
port  have  been  found  very  Useful.  The 
stated  business  has  been  conducted  by  the 
Directors  in  their  monthly  Committees. 
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Above  all,  the  most  important  benefits  have 
resulted  from  the  Institution  of  the  Ladies' 
Committee.  A  special  Report  from  them 
will  be  laid  before  the  Meeting  herewith. 

Conclusion.  The  Committee  have  thus  exhibited  a 
brief  view  of  the  progress  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion  during  the  past  year.  They  are,  how¬ 
ever,  anxious  that  the  public  should  judge 
of  its  condition,  rather  from  actual  obser¬ 
vation,  than  from  any  representations  of 
theirs.  Perhaps,  no  person,  possessed  of 
humane  and  generous  feelings,  ever  retired 
from  a  visit  to  their  school,  without  wish¬ 
ing  to  gratify  himself,  by  contributing  to 
extend  the  means  of  remedying,  what  Dr 
Johnson  has  truly  called, #  One  of  the 
“  most  desperate  of  human  calamities .”  The 
Committee  may  promise,  that  such  a  visit 
will  afford  to  all  a  high  gratification. 

“  The  t&sk  of  education,”  says  an  elo¬ 
quent  and  powerful  advocate  for  our  In¬ 
stitution,  “  is  never,  perhaps,  more  truly 
delightful,  than  when  this  unfortunate, 
“  though  interesting  class  of  persons,  are 
“  the  subjects  of  it.  They  unite,  in  gene- 
ral,  to  singular  steadiness  of  application, 
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u  the  greatest  gentleness  and  docility,  and 
“  expressions  of  countenance,  as  cheering  as 
“  they  are  unequivocal,  continually  declare 
“  the  emotions  of  gratitude,  with  which 
“  they  receive  instruction.”  “  We  see  their 
“  happiness  increasing  with  their  know- 
“  ledge ;  and,  when  the  sublimity  of  na- 
“  ture  is  first  unfolded  to  their  opening 
“  minds,  and  we  mark  the  tear  starting  in- 
“  to  their  eyes,  we  cannot  but  participate 
“  in  their  noble  pleasure,  and  rejoice  that 
“  such  emotions  can  be  theirs.”  #

recollection  to  those,  who  so  lately  listened  to  this  Report,  that 
the  accomplished  and  amiable  author  of  these  beautiful  senten¬ 
ces  was  present,  and  witnessed  the  emotions  of  pleasure  with 
which  they  were  heard,  by  a  very  numerous  audience.  He 
was  then  in  the  vigour  of  health  and  youth  ;  rich  in  the  affec¬ 
tions  of  his  friends ;  advancing  rapidly  to  the  highest  eminence 
in  his  profession ;  and  looking  forward,  probably,  to  many 
years  of  virtuous  exertion,  of  usefulness,  and  of  enjoyment.— 
He  is  now  no  more  ! — This  is  not  the  place  to  enlarge  on  those 
qualities,  which  endeared  Dr  Gordon  to  his  friends,  in  a  de¬ 
gree  which  it  has  seldom  been  the  lot  of  mortality  to  attain.

tues  which  had  already  raised  their  possessor  to  so  high  a  rank 
among  his  fellow-citizens  ;  and  which,  had  it  pleased  Provi¬ 
dence  to  prolong  his  useful  life,  would  have  numbered  him 
among  the  brightest  ornaments  of  his  country.

The  Ladies  Visitors  have  examined  the 
work  of  the  Girls  with  much  pleasure,  and 
have  the  greatest  reason  to  be  satisfied 
with  the  progress  they  are  making,  in  this 
branch  of  their  education.  They  are 
taught  every  kind  of  needlework ;  and  in 
the  course  of  the  last  year  have  attained 
to  great  perfection  in  making  their  own 
clothes,  in  doing  all  the  upholstery  work 
that  is  wanted  in  the  house,  and  in  binding 
shoes.  They  are  taught  to  clean  the  house, 
which  is  kept  in  the  nicest  order,  and  is 
done  before  nine  in  the  morning,  that  it 
may  not  interfere  with  their  school  hours ; 
and  they  wash  their  own  clothes.  There 
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are  nine  Girls  who  particularly  excel  in 
needlework,  and  whom  the  Ladies  consider 
worthy  of  premiums— the  distribution  of 
them  last  year  had  the  best  effects  in  ex¬ 
citing  emulation.  The  Ladies  Visitors 
cannot  express  in  terms  too  strong  their 
approbation  of  Mrs  Kinniburgh’s  unceas¬ 
ing  attention  and  kindness  to  these  inte¬ 
resting  children  ;  who  all  seem  to  be  sen¬ 
sible  of  it,  and  to  look  up  to  her  as  to  a 
parent.

The  Meeting,  having  taken  into  their  consideration  the  high* 
ly  interesting  Examination  lately  held  in  Inverness,  of  the 
Pupils  of  Mr  Kinnibtirgh,  Teacher  of  the  Edinburgh  Institution 
for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  ;  and  having  express¬ 
ed  the  uncommon  gratification  which  they  had  received  in  wit¬ 
nessing  so  remarkable  a  proficiency  in  useful  and  religious 
knowledge,  attained  by  young  persons  labouring  under  so  me¬ 
lancholy  an  exclusion  from  all  interchange  of  ideas  with  their 
fellow-creatures,  the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously 
adopted,  viz* 

I.  That  it  would  be  of  the  utmost  importance;  that  the  be¬ 
nefits  of  the  Edinburgh  Institution  for  the  Education  of  Deaf 
and  Dumb  Children,  should  be  extended  to  all  parts  of  the 
country. 

II.  That  an  Auxiliary  Society  be  formed  in  aid  of  the 
Edinburgh  Institution,  to  be  called  “  The  Northern  Auxiliary 
Society  for  the  Education  of  Deaf  and  Dumb  children.” 

III.  That  for  the  maintenance  of  this  Institution,  a  fund  be 
raised,  to  consist  of  Annual  Subscriptions  and  Donations ;  and 
that  a  Subscription  of  Half-a-Guinea  or  upwards  sh«*ll  constitute 
a  Member  of  this  Society. 
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IV.  That  by  the  Rules  of  the  Edinburgh  Institution,  ec  a 
Subscription  of  One  Guinea  per  annum ,  shall  constitute  a 
Governor;  a  Donation  of  Ten  Guineas  shall  constitute  a  Go¬ 
vernor  for  Life;  and  a  Donation  of  i£%00  shall  not  only  entitle 
the  Donor  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  Life  Governor,  but  likewise 
to  have  one  Child  always  on  the  foundation. 

V.  That  a  Committee  of  Subscribers  be  appointed  for  super¬ 
intending  the  Subscriptions,  and  for  framing  an  advertisement 
to  be  published  in  the  Newspapers,  explanatory  of  the  objects 
of  the  Institution ;  that  this  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
following  Gentlemen,  viz.

At  an  adjourned  Meeting  held  for  the  purpose  of  consider¬ 
ing  the  situation  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  in  consequence  of  the 
appointment  of  a  Meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  Perth  at  a 
Public  Examination  of  Pupils  belonging  to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 
Institution  in  Edinburgh  ;  when  the  deplorable  condition  of 
this  class  of  persons,  and  the  practicability  and  utility  of  instruct¬ 
ing  them,  were  clearly  shewn  by  the  Teacher,  Mr  Kinniburgh, 
the  following  Resolutions  were  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  unfortunate  situation  of  persons  borti 
destitute  of  the  faculties  of  hearing  and  speech,  calls  for  the 
sympathy  and  aid  of  the  community  to  which  they  belong. 

That  this  Meeting  most  warmly  approves  of  the  benevolent 
object  of  the  Edinburgh  Institution  for  the  Education  of  this 
class  of  persons,  and  rejoices  in  the  success  which  has  already 
attended  its  benevolent  exertions. 

That  this  Meeting  do  form  itself  into  an  Auxiliary  Society 
for  assisting  in  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.

Edinburgh ,  2tyih  May  1818. 

I  came  from  Ayrshire  to  Edinburgh  three  years  ago. 
L —  A.  and  gentleman  and  I  sat  in  the  chaise.  We  fell  from 
the  chaise  two  times.  L —  A.  and  I  travelled  on  foot  to  El —

from  the  chaise ;  it  was  broken.  I  thought  we  drown  in  the 
river  from  the  chaise ;  I  was  mistaken.-  I  was  very  cold 
my  hands.  I  was  very  wet  to  travel  on  foot  at  snow7.  I 
thought  i  was  very  afraid  of  the  robber  killed  me  at  night;  I 
was  coward  boy.

My  dear  Master, 

I  am  now  going  to  leave  school  at  Christmas.  I  have 
been  very  happy  at  it.  I  was  glad  to  learn  my  education.  I 
am  thankful  to  you  for  giving  me  it,  and  for  instructing  me  in 
religion.  I  hope  I  have  not  wasted  my  time,  but  improved  it. 

I  have  been  very  busy  to  learn  the  different  branches  of  my 
education ; — -such  as  the  English  language,  arithmetic.  Life  of 
Christ,  geography,  history,  and  natural  history,  &c.  I  intend 
to  take  likenesses  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  in  miniature  on  ivory, 
and  draw  landscapes.  I  am  to  be  a  portrait  miniature  painter. 

I  will  live  with  my  parents  in  Musselburgh.  I  have  alread3r 
been  taking  likeness  of  ladies,  gentlemen  and  children,  in  Edin- 
burgh,  for  these  two  years  back.  I  shewed  many  specimens  of 
likenesses  to  many  people  this  year  :  it  is  said,  they  are  very 
well  done.  I  have  been  at  drawing  academy  about  one  year 
and  a  half,  but  I  am  not  now,  for  Mr  Graham  died  on  the  1st 
of  November.

I  hope  you  and  all  my  kindred  are  very  well.  1  will  be  happy 
tt>  see  you  all.  I  will  not  go  to  see  you  this  year,  because  I 
have  no  vacation,  and  I  Would  not  like  at  Glasgow  better  than 
Edinburgh.  I  am  going  to  leave  school  ver}^  soon.  I  will  be 
a  servant.  I  would  like  to  stay  with  my  master  to  be  a  ser¬ 
vant.  My  sister  Betty  will  leave  school  next  summer.  She 
will  go  to  Glasgow,  and  she  will  be  a  dress  maker.  I  will  go 
away  home  next  summer,  and  I  will  come  back.  I  will  never 
go  away  home  again,  because  I  will  be  a  servant  for  my  mas¬ 
ter’s  family.  I  and  my  sister  are  quite  well.  I  have  no'  more 
to  say  to  you.

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The  two  following  Dreams  are  by  a  Boy  who  lost  his  hearing 
when  about  six  or  seven  years  old . 

Edinburgh  Dec ,  1817* 

Yesterday  I  was  reading  about  Turkey  in  Asia,  and  at 
night  I  dreamed  about  it. 

•  This  was  my  dream. — I  dreamed  I  and  my  brother  took  a 
vvalk  out  of  Europe.  We  saw  fine  buildings,  and  we  came  into 
Asia  ;  but  trie  part  of  it  we  were  in  was  Turkey.  We  admired 
the  beauty  of  it,  and  I  saw  some  of  the  Turks  come  to  us ;  we 
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spoke  kindly  to  them  to  speak  to  us.  I  asked  them  where  they 
lived.  They  pointed  to  a  house,  and  said  words  which  I  did 
not  understand,  for  they  were  educated  in  Turkish  Language ; 
so  they  took  me  to  a  fine  park  and  we  played  several  games 
there,  and  we  came  out  of  the  park  and  saw  two  Turkish  chil¬ 
dren  playing.  I  saw  the  Turks  at  their  dinner;  they  had  no 
plate  nor  knife,  but  ate  it  out  of  their  hands.  I  wanted  to  see  the 
Emperor  of  Turkey ;  but  the  Turks  said,  by  signs,  we  must 
not,  for  he  was  cruel.  After  this  my  father  came,  and  nodded 
to  the  Turks,  and  shook  hands  with  them,  and  took  us  home. 
The  Turkish  school  was  a  great  many  children  sitting  on  the 
ground  in  a  park,  with  paper  in  their  hands,  and  reading  them, 
and  the  schoolmaster  when  they  are  idle  took  them  by  the  ears 
and  whipped  them  with  the  bough  of  a  tree. 

Again  I  dreamed  that  King  James  the  2d,  afraid  he  would 
be  killed  by  the  Prince  of  Orange,  ran  about  the  hills,  and  I 
was  walking  on  a  road,  I  met  the  Prince  of  Orange.  I  saw 
him  praying  to  God  to  deliver  him  from  James  the  2d  his  ene¬ 
my  ;  and  when  he  ended  his  prayer,  he  cast  his  eyes  on  me, 
and  f  bowed  to  him,  and  said  I  would  chastise  his  enemy  my¬ 
self.  This  made  the  Prince  very  joyful,  and  he  was  going  to 
offer  me  s£lOO;  but  I  said  I  could  not  take  it,  but  that  I 
thanked  him  much.  So  I  and  the  Prince  walked.  I  walked 
at  his  left  hand,  till  we  came  to  a  hill ;  we  saw  an  old  castle  on 
the  top  of  it.  There  we  saw  James  the  2d  building  a  stone- 
house.  The  moment  the  Prince  of  Orange  saw  him,  he  be¬ 
came  enraged, '  He  and  I  took  up  great  stones  and  sticks,  and 
we  both  ran  after  James,  and  threw  the  stones  at  him.  The 
Prince  of  Orange,  as  he  ran,  could  not  forbear  crying  out, 
Vi  Main  !  thou  deservest  this  fate.  I  said  to  the  Prince,  James 
deserved  a  much  worse  fate.  We  ran  throwing  our  stones,  and 
hit  him  on  a  great  many  parts  of  his  body.  I  saw  that  James 
had  on  armour.  We  threw  the  stones  till  they  were  all  spent. 
We  gathered  more,  but  the  Prince  was  so  much  out  of  patience, 
that  he  did  not  care  what  stones  he  gathered,  and  we  threw  at 
James.  The  Prince  drew  his  scymitar,  and  said,  these  are  the 
keys  of  death,  and  we  ran  till  James  the  2d  stumbled  and  fell 
into  a  deep  hole,  and  the  Prince  of  Orange  ran  to  the  hole 
in  a  rage  and  stabbed  James  through  the  body  and  killed  him, 
and  buried  him  in  the  hole, „  and  the  Prince  covered  it  with 
grass,  and  wiped  the  blood  off  his  scymitar,  and  he  and  I  went 
away.

Edinburgh  31st  May  ,1818, 

Dear  James, 

Mi'  Kinniburgh  received  your  kind  letter  sometime  ago, 
informing  us  of  your  sickness  since  your  departure  from  Edin- 
burgh,  and  of  your  poor  brother’s  death,  for  which  we  were  ex¬ 
tremely  sorrow,  but  we  were  glad  that  you  are  recovered.  Y  on 
ought  to  be  thankful  to  God  our  Creator  for  having  been 
kind  to  you,  and  for  sparing  yoU.  Dear  James,  you  must  per¬ 
petually  be  a  good  lad,  and  lovd  God,  and  be  sure  to  avoid 
vicious  company,  who  bid  you  do  as  they  do,  and  you  must  die 
unto  sin  and  live  unto  righteousness ;  that  is  to  hate  sin  and  to 
love  righteousness.  You  must  carefully  read  your  Bible ;  but 
if  you  do  not  comprehend  it,  you  must  get  some  person  to  ex¬ 
plain  it  to  you.  You  should  love  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  for 
he  died  to  save  you  from  going  to  eternal  punishment ;  and  if 
you  believe  in  his  name,  you  shall  have  eternal  life  ;  but  if  you 
do  not  so,  you  shall  have  everlasting  death  ;;  for  Christ  saitb, 
ct  Whosoever  believeth  in  the  name  of  the  only  begotten  Son 
of  God,  shall  be  saved  ;  but  whosoever  doth  not,  shall  perish.” 
O  how  great  was  Jesus’s  love  for  sinners  like  us,  that  he  was 
willing  to  suffer  death  for  our  sins.  He  was  a  man  of  sorrows. 
His  soul  was  greatly  grieved  for  sinners’  wickedness.  He  is 
God  equal  with  his  Father,  and  sits  on  the  glorious  throne, 
ruling  over  us  all  with  his  heavenly  providence.  Be  sure  to 
love  God  and  fear  sin,  and  pray  earnestly  to  God  to  pardon 
your  sin  for  Christ’s,  sake,  to  save  you  from  hell,  and  take  you 
to  heaven,  to  teach  you  religion,  to  keep  you  from  all  evil,  to 
give  you  what  you  need,  and  a  good  heart,  to  enable  you  to  be¬ 
lieve  in  Christ — -to  make  you  wise  Unto  salvation  through  faith 
- — to  make  you  to  love  him— to  make  you  thankful  to  him  for 
whatever  you  have.  The  Lord  bless  you  and  your  friends,  and 
be  with  you  all.

Gentlemen, 

I  am  greatly  obliged  to  you  fdr  your  kindness  in  conferring 
benefits  on  me  and  on  my  poor  deaf  companions.  I  feel  very 
thankful  for  my  education,  and  I  have  felt  much  inclined  to 
commit  it  to  my  memory.  I  ought  to  be  thankful  to  God 
Almighty  for  giving  Mr  Kinniburgh  ability  and  patiehce  to 
teach  me  and  my  companions,  and  for  giving  me  wisdom  and 
instruction  that  is  very  pleasant  to  my  soul.  If  I  had  not 
come  to  school  to  be  taught  I  would  have  been  ignorant,  and 
have  known  nothing  that  is  propef,  and  no  religio’n  would  have 
come  toward  rile.  When  I  was  at  home  I  knew  one  word 
“  God,”  but  I  did  not  know  what  it  meant  nor  how  the  world 
Was  made,  and  my  mind  was  very  hard  and  uncultivated,  re¬ 
sembling  the  ground  that  is  not  plowed;,  and  I  was  perfectly 
ignorant  I  thought  theni  that  my  mind  would  open  when  I 
was  a  man,  but  I  Was  mistaken  ;  it  would  not  have  opened,  if  E 
had  not  come  tb  school.  I  must  study  my  Bible  till  my  life  is 
departed,  and  I  hope  God  Will  please  never  to  forsake  me.  If 
it  be  your  pleasure  l  wish  to  remain  with  Mr  Kinniburgh  as  an 
assistant  te&bher,  as  the  time  for  my  education  is  expired.  I 
express  much  gratitude  to  him  for  his  kind  treatment  of  me, 
and  to  you  all  for  your  kind  bounty.

A  Gentleman  present  at  the  late  Examination  in  the  As** 
sembly  Rooms  wished  the  Teacher  to  ask  Joseph  Turner,  what 
is  Prayer  ?  Turner,  after  giving  the  answer  which  is  contained 
in  the  Assembly’s  Catechism  to  this  question,  wrote  the  fol¬ 
lowing  definition  : 

The  act  of  praying  to  God  Almighty  is  a!  giving’  up  of  our 
wishes  to  him  for  things  pleasing  to  his  will  in  our  Saviour 
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Jesus  Christ’s  name,  with  avowal  of  our  transgressions,  and 
grateful  owning  of  his  heavenly  compassions.
